A BLOODY CAREER.

THE EVENIFUL LIFE OF JESSE JARES.

Daring Deeds of a Desperado—3lurders,
Highway Robberies and Plunder
of Raliway Trains.
Xew York Sun.

Jesse James was the elder of the two
James boys. Frank, the younger, is un-
derstood to be living in Texas under an
assumed name. He is mrarried and has
abandoned his old ways of life. They
were the sons of a Baptist clergvman of
Kentucky, and were educated at George-
town cellege, Secott county, Ky. Jesse
was born in 1845, and Frank in 1841, In
1846 the Rev. Mr. James remowed to Clay
county, Mo., where he purchased a farm
and performed ministerial duties for a
small Baptist congregation. Tn 1849 he
went to California and died there. In
1857 his widow married Dr. Repbén Sam-
ueis, a physician of Clay copnty, Mis.
souri.

When the war opened Jesse and Frank
endeavored to eulist in the Confederate
army, but were rejected as being too
young for the service. It is stated that
Dr. Samuels was once terribly beaten by a
party of Union men who came to the
house, and that it was a desire for ven-
geanco that gtarted the boys on their
career as desperadoes. At any rate they
joined Quantrell’'s guerrillas, and tcok
part in the murderous work of the gang.
Jesse James has made a brag of the num-
ber of people he killed at the sacking of tho |
town of Lawrence. In 1865 Quantrell was
killed in a fighit with a body ef Federal
troops, and the gang was broken up, the
James boys] returning to their homes in
Clay county, Mo., whero they lived quictly.
In 1868, with the Younger brothers and
George Sheppard, who had beengwith them
in Quantreli's band, the James boys went
to the races at Lexington, Ky, On their
way home they visitcd Russellville, in
that state, robbed the bank of $14,000,
and fled to Texas,

In December, 1869, they vesushied crim-
inal operations, and robbed thos bank at
Gallatin, Mo., in connection Fwilh the
Younger brothers ard others of tkeir old
associates in puerrilla warfuge, Here
they murdered several persons and again
went to Texas.

In May, 1870, the two bLrothers hada
fight with some Texans ut a dagee house,
which resulted in several mufders, the
victims being men of their own profession
and the result was that they wcre com-
pelied to fly for their lives. They returned
to their own home in Missouri, and agzin
resumed agicultural pursuits. -,

In the spring of 1850, togetLer with the
Younger brothers, they made 3 raid into
Iowa ; entering tho town of Corydon,
where, in broad daylizht, they dashed up
to the bank on their horses, seven in num-
ber, dismounted, entered with drawn re.
volvers, and finding the caskier flone, de-
manded all the money he had. ’ The safs
was open and the cashier was entirely
powerless. After emplying several thou-

mounted their horscs and rode away.
They were followed for a hundred miles
or mere by a po:sy of eitizens, but
disappeared and were not secen -again for
several mounths. )
In the latter part of the same gear (1870)
the two James brothers and .the four
Younger brothers again attended the races
in Kentucky, and thero canocived the
plan of robbing a bank at Columbus. In
the afterncon, afler spending the day
around the tavern in that town, the six
men mounted their -horses; rode over to
the bank, which was only a few rods dis-
tant, leisurcly dismountad, and entered
tho building, where they found the cash-
ior, the president, and a citizen ongage:l
in counversation. Withont losing any tiinz
threo of them levelled, their revolvers upon
the occupants of the room, while the other
three unceremoniously commenced to
empty the safe. They gathered togetler
all the money in sight, and, after shooting
the cashier, who made 2n outery, they
mounted their horses and rode away. An
alarm was immediately given, and they
were pursued by the sherilf' aud =a large
posse of men, but they feached the Cum-
berland mountains in safety and there
disappeared. 7e !
On the 20th of September, 1872, they |
committed ono of the most dring and
amazing expleits in the histery of crime.
They attended the Miszouri s fair at
Kausas City, where it is said 30,080 peo
ple were gathered, and, of courge, tho re-
oeipts at the gate were correspondingly
large. ‘They remained through the day ;!
took dinuner on the fair grounds, attended !
the races and about 4 o’cleck in the after-

was drawn to a famous countesf between
Etbhan Allen and another nofed horse,
they rode up to the office of thefair asso.
ciation, where they found Mr. JJIall, the
treasurer of the fair, counting ‘up the re-
ceipts of the day, which amountad te
nearly £10,000. Mr. Hall sat in tho office
with a young man.

The gang put revolvers to théir heads,
pocketed the money and made their es-
cape.

In the spring of 1873 they raided a bank
of St. Genevieve, Mo. During the flight
the outlaw who had the bag of monecy in
charge dropped it, and the purspit was so
‘hot that they had to abandon the booty.
It was while they were smarting under
this disappointment that their first train
robbery was planned, which took place on
the Rock Island road in June of the same
year. About seventy-five miles east of
Council Bluffs they took up a-riil ina
sharp curve. An express irain was thrown
off the track. The engineer and fireman
were killed and a number of passengers
badly wounded. The gang robbed the ex-
press car, carrying away gold bricks,
specie aud notes to a very large amount,
A large reward was offered for their ap-
prehension, bul they found safe refuge in
Indian territory.

After this affair they committed a num-
ber of 8 robberies, one of them on the
route to  Hot Springs, Ark. In Janunary,
1874, the gang made its appearance at
Gads Hill, a flag station on the Iron
Mountain road in Wayne county, Mo.
They flagged tho train, robbed the express
car of £11,000, and plundered a number of
the passengers. .

The railroad and express companies now
determined to hunt the gang down at any
expense. Pinkerton's agemcy took the
case, and a corps of detectives wero sent
to Missouri under the command of Louis
L. Lull, formesly a lieutenant cwthe police
force of Chicagn. One of his detectives
by the name of Weicher went to the ren-
dezvous of the desperadoes in the garb of
a German immigrant and applied fer labor.
On the moming after he was found dead,
with several ballet holes in his body, tied
to a tree near the road, a few miles from
Mrs. Samuels’ house, and also upom his
person was found 2 card, saying :

*This shall be the fate of nll of Pin
detcctives who eome into Missoari.”

Soon after this Lull had a desperale
fight in the Monigan woods, in south-
western Missouri, with the Younger
brothers, in which Joun Younger, the
acknowledged leader of the band, was
killed, and James Younger, his brother,
was seriomsly wounded. Daniels, tle
sheriff of St. Clair county, was also in-
stantly killed, and Lull was mortally

noon, while the attention of the erowd p

wounded, dying a few days afterward.
The pursuit was so hot that the James
and Younger boys sought refuge in
Texas. ’

In January, 1875, Mr, Piokerton learned
that Jesse and Frank James had returned
to their mother’s residence, and an at-
tempt was made to capture them. A
large body of men, well armed, proceeded
to the residence of Mrs. Samuels about
miduight. he house was surrounded
and a band grenade was thrown into one
of the rooms. A little son of Mrs. Sam-
uels was killed by the explosion, and she
had one of her hands torn off, Neither of
the ontlaws was at home. They believed
that a man named Daniel Oskey, living at
Liberty, Mo., was concerned im the visit,
80 they rode over to his honse, called him
to the door and shot him.

Ia the spring of 1875 the gangz per-
petrated another train robbery, this ‘time
on the Kansas Pacific wgad, at a small
station pear Kansas citgr The passengers
were not troubled, bu$:. money and gold
dust to the amount. of-#25,000 was taken
from the express car. The trail of the
robbers was followed to Indian territory,
where they again elunded capture: Fol-
lowing this came the robbery of s bank at
Huntington, W. Va. Then eame another
train robbery. On Juiy 7, 1576, the gang
stopped a trairon the Missouri Pacifie road
in.a rocky cut in Pettis county, Mo. Jesse
James and Cole Younger eutered the
express ear, and compelled the messenger
to open the safe, which ecaotained $15,000,
As usual, the 1obbers escaped capture.
The country was one that they were
familiar with, and which abouauds in hid-
ing places. The valley of Grand river isa
region thickly "covered with: timber an:
uuderbrush, avd full of swamps and
bayous, furnishing the outlaws with a safe
retreat so Jong as thsir depredations were
carried on in this region, Whenthey left
it to go into an uafamiliar country for
their next great euterprize they met with
a reverse.

They planued a raid on a bank in North
ieid, Mion, On Sept, 7, 18706, they rods
up in their usual style and took possession
of the bank. Jlesse James killed Cishier
Haywood in cold blood for retusing to
open the vault. It happened to be in the
midst of the prairie c¢hicken season, and
everybody who came to town was armed
with a shetgun or rifle. Tho outlaws had
considegaPle difficnlty in' getting out of
town, and for the first time they met with
something like an organized resistance.
Clel Miller and Bill Chadwe!l were left
dead ia the street, and several others were
hurt. They were pursued into .o swamp,
where Stiles was killed and Jesse James
and all three of the Youngers were
wounded., Frank and Jesse James made
their eseape into Dakota, but the Young.
ers were ceptured. Jesso was seriously
hurt, but he managedd to pull throgah, and
eventually the nothers made their way
back to Missouri. The Youngers pleaded
guilty, and are now serving life sentenees,
They profess to have embraced religion,

Nothing was heard of the James boys
for a long time after thia affair and it was

1879, a train was robLed on the Chicago
& Alton road, twenty-two miles east of
Kan=as City, by the James boys and four
others, and it is eclaimed that Lhey got
835,000 from thoe express car. Geovrge
Sheppard, who Lad been one of Quan-
trell’s lieutenants, and who had been as-
seeiated with the James boys in some of
their operations, but who had reformed,
was ow engaged at a large salary as a de-
teetive, Ile joined the gang and informed
Lhe deteetives of their plans to rob 2 bank
#t Empire City, Jasper county, Mo., and
of their place of meeting, A deseent was
arranged, but the outlaws got news of it,
and got away in time, Sheppard’s treach—

. ery was suspected, and he would have been

killed had he not bLeen quick enough on
the trigger to shoot Jesse James, and
then to escape throngh the swiftness of
his horse. 1le reported that he had killed
James, but the latter was only wounded.
On July 15, 1831, a train on the Rock
Island & Pacilic rond was robbed by a
gang led Iy Jesse James, Frank James
is belicved to have retired from the gung,
and settled down in Texas before the rob-
bery, which is the last notable criminal
exploit. with whkich Jesse James’ name
wax connected,
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The Jefferson Revival.

SHALL THE REPUBLIC BE PRESERVED ?

Mr, Ttlilen's Leller to the Jellerson Clab of
New Haven.
GuevstoNk, March 20, 1882,
dextiEMEN @ I have reeeived your let-
ter in behall of the Jefferson elub, of New
Liaven, inviting me to be present at their
commremoration of the birth of Thomas
Jetferson,  Although I am obliged todeny
mysell the pleasure of meeting with yon
on that cecasion, I share the feelings
which bring you together.

Mr. Jefferson has many titles to the
reverence of the American peaple and of
ail lovers of liberty throughout the world.
Ile was among the earjiest, most resolute,
and most steadfast of the patriols who
upheld the popular rights in the incipicnt
strugeies of our Reveolution, when the
part he took required a higher order ef
couraze, of self-denial, avd of genins than
were vecessary at aby subsequent period
of our history. Ile penned the immortal
statement of the principles that led our
ancestors Lo assert the independent exist-
ence of our country, and which has teen
substantially adopted as a model for every
people who have singe attempted to es-
tablish national independence on the basis
of human' rights.

He was first in his day to complefely
emancipate his own mind from the mon-
archieal and aristecratieal traditions
which still enslaved most of the best intel-
lects of the country.”

But the obligations of the world to Mr.
Jefferson do not end here. Oa the com
pletion of the federal conslitution, Gonv-
erncur Morris, being asked what he
thought of it, answered : *‘ That depends
upon how it is. constined.” After the
orzanization of the federal government, a
powerful class soaght to impress upon its
practical werking the similitude of the
British system. Mr. Jefferson was the
great leader of the party formed to resist
theseefforts, and to hold our institutions

stood to belong to them when the cousti-
tution was ratified by the people.

By this inflexible adherence to fice
principles, by his untiring efforts, by his
counsels and by the magie of his pen, ho
was the principal agent in rescuing from
its greatest peril, and while yet in its in-
fancy, government by the people for the
people.

The arduous contest resulted in 2 polit-
cal revolution which brought Mr. Jeffer-
son into the presidency. He put the ship
of state, to use his own expression, upon
the * republican tack.”” He arrested cen-
tralizing tendencies, reinvizorated local
sell-government, restored the rights of the
state, and protected and emlarged the do-
main of the individual judgment and con-
feience. For eight years he administered
the government, and for sixteen years it
was administered by his pupils under his
observation and advice, s was es-
tablished a habit which largely shaped the

standards for the guidance of the popular | cull. All work warranted.
judgment, the modesof thinking of states-

men, and the geperal ccurse of rovern-

ment for sixty years, How important
such a habit is will be ap when
we consider that usurpation has often been
successfully accomplished in other coun-
tries by men wielding the executive
wer; and when we are reminded that
efferson sincerely feared that Hamilton,
who thought our government a ** frail
and worthiess fabrie,”” would change it if
he came into power ; and when we also
recall that Hamilton himself has left on
record his belief that Burr would have
wrought a personal usurpation if he could
have grasped the presidency.

Mr. Jeiterson gave to our admiuistrative
system an aspect of republican simplicity ;
he repressed jobbery as well as all per-
versions of power, and by his precepts,
his intluence, and his example, elovated
the standard of political morals. In his
personal practice ha was not only pure,
but, to make his example more effective,
he refrained, while administering the
greatest of oflicial trusts, from all attempts
to increase his own fortune, even by
methods open to every private citizen,

In 2 period when there seems to be little
respect for the limitations of power pre-
scribed by vur written constitution ; when
assumptions of ungranted authority are
rife in all tha departments of the federal
goverameut ; when that government is
being gradually changed into an elective
despotism, meddling in everything belong-
ing to the state or to individuals ; when
every ncw assumption of unogranted power
creates pew opportunities, new facilities,
and new incentives to faveritism and job-
bery , when the civil service has beeu con-
verted into a balance of power to deter-
mine the elections by pecuniary and other
illegitimate influences ; when the perver-
sion of high trusts to the private gain of
the official is frequently committed with
apparent unrcousciousness of wrong, and
passes nlmost without rebuke, it is time
that the teachings and the example of
Thomas Jefferson be invoked to keep alive
the glimmering svark of official virtue and
pubiic honor.
